Perhaps you could 
do with less service, and I am sure farm- 
ers are concerned in better marketing 
methods. Farmers and city consumers 


must know each other better

June is dairy month 


Fresh off the griddle of an agricultural 
college, | was hired by a famous judge 
and breeder of Jerseys, Hugh C. Van 
Pelt. In the pleasant years we worked to- 
gether, he thoroughly convinced me the 
dairy cow is the foster mother of the hu- 


man race. He was active in organizing 
the National Dairy Council. This organi- 
zation took the discovery of vitamins by 
E. V. McCollum as a starting point in 
educating the public to the value of dairy 
products. It was a great time for the 
dairyman because of great progress in re- 
search and because a terrific drop in farm 
prices put him in a preferred position. A 
complete break from the past was possible 
for the dairy industry 

Again we need courageous dairymen 
willing to cut loose from time-worn prac- 
tices. The 9- to 12-cow herd requiring 
large amounts of hand labor can’t exist 
much longer. Already hundreds of men 
have built producing plants along mod- 
ern lines for 30 to 60 cows. The small 
herds will die hard and their passing will 
be marked by considerable concern for 
the dairy industry. I think it has awak- 
ened from complacency and bad leader- 
ship to serve the nation again as “the 
great foster mother.’ New discoveries in 
feeding roughages are going to be avail- 
able soon. Mechanization must go much 
further. ‘Transportation and marketing 
await some great reforms already in sight 

I am sorry for the small operator who 
must quit. I was sorry, too, for some splen- 
did horse breeders who eventually bowed 
before progress. I recognize the greatly 
increased investment repre sented by 
larger herds. There is also the need for 
greater skill in managing time, cows, and 
money. But it’s out there on the farms 
now. These times will bring it to the sur- 
face. No longer can men continue farm- 
ing who deliberately ignore ways to be 
more efficient. I predict June, 1953, will 
be the beginning of a great new era in 
dairying, far more brilliant than 1920

Farm news of the month 


A challenge to research 


Lafayette, Indiana, April 23—Research in 
agriculture is in the news. And it was a call for 
more, better farm research which stole the show 
at the National Institute of Animal Agriculture, 
just completed here on the campus of Purdue 
University. 

Here are the recommendations put forth to 
over 400 farmers, industry, and university farm 
specialists in attendance. They called for more 
work on these ideas 

Meat animals: More research and emphasis 
on production, less on show-ring beauty; the 
answer to the old perennial, bloat—still one of 
our least-understood problems; more work on 
nonfatal diseases and parasites that sap the ani- 
mal, make them unprofitable; localizing out- 
breaks of disease (which might well have kept 
VE out of the Cornbelt). 

Dairy: There was an enthusiastic endorsement 
for a massive advertising campaign designed to 
sell milk, not merely fight butter’s competitors. 
(These recommendations followed the principles 
laid down by Successful Farming last month: See 
“Let's sell milk!” page 35 of the May issue.) 
Also called for: research in new and cheaper 
methods of milk distribution. 

And people, too: We'd best not confine our re- 
search to how to produce and process food. Agri- 
culture’s public relations with the rest of the 
country’s people came in for its share of discus- 
sion. Research expert Elmo Roper competently 
analyzed the situation like this: 

“Now I don’t think the Taft-Hartley Act for 
agriculture need be written, ever. . . 80 long as the 
general public holds to its belief that the farmer 
is not guilty of profiteering, that he is not holding 
back crops of livestock to force prices up, that he 
is delivering a quality product, and that he does 
not go too far in seeking spec ial treatment... .”

Butter-support cut. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson is determined that come what 
may, butter upports will be cut below GO per- 
cent of parity next year 

Fixing them at that level this year was 
a compromise with his convictions. He 
decided he would give the butter pro- 
ducers a year to work out a solution. The 
secretary believes that having weathered 
the storm of the first few months of the 
Eisenhower administration—he can now 
carry out his basic convictions against 
rigid price supports 

Some of his supporters warned him that 
this would prove impractical politically 
But Benson believes that, with the help of 
a good press reaction, he has gotten away 
with it 

A total of 714 million pounds of butter 
has been bought by the Department of 
Agriculture and other government agen- 
cies since 1933. Virtually all of this repre- 


sented a loss to the government 


Tariff action, Congress is expected to 
extend the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act for one year as requested by President 
Eisenhower. This would be a year of 
grace while the administration and Con- 
gress work out a new approach to the 
tariff problem 

There’s a growing conviction in Con- 
gress that the reciprocal trade agreements 
idea isn’t worth much any more —al- 
though the idea of negotiating tariffs 
rather than fixing them by law prevails 

his, oddly enough, coincides with 
some of the thinking in Europe—vhere 
a 5O-percent cut in American tariffs has beer 
suggested. Such a suggestion arouses great 
antagonism in Congress But one thing is 
clear--in the next year the United States 
tariff policies will undergo a thorough 
study 

President Eisenhower is taking a mid- 
dle-of-the-road position. He doesn’t want 
free trade, and still he doesn’t want re- 
pressive restrictions. Some Republicans 
expect there will be a clash between 
Eisenhower and Congress on this issue be- 
fore the 1954 elections 

Fact of the matter is that the old politi- 
cal divisions on the tarifl-—North vs 
South—don’t exist any more. / he big fight 
is really between Republican protectiomsts and 
those who, like Henry Ford, would be willing to 
lower tariffs to zero 


Meantime, the big farm organizations 
are pushing for more world trade for 
wheat, cotton, tobacco, and other prod- 
ucts. They point out that, had it not 
been for World War II and the Korean 
War, the export problem would have 
been very keen right now 


Crop controls, The administration is 
keenly aware that if the end of the Korean 
War brings a sharp drop in the demand 
for farm products, there may be strong sup- 
port for resumption of acreage control 

President Eisenhower—who has taken 
an unexpected interest in farm problems 
and shows great familiarity with them 
is strongly opposed to such controls 

His opposition came out in a private 
conversation with M. W. Thatcher of St 
Paul, of the Farmers Union Grain Ter- 
minal Association. Thatcher called on the 
president when he was re-elected presi- 
dent of the National Federation of Grain 
Cooperatives which was meeting in Wash- 
ington. Senator Frank Carlson of Kansas, 
one of Eisenhower's original political 
backers, escorted Thatcher to the White 
House 

Thatcher had what he called a ‘‘Don- 
nybrook” with the president on the ques- 
tion of acreage controls. This came when 
Thatcher suggested that the only solution 
for large surpluses of crops under price 
supports would be to control production 

Mr. Eisenhower spoke up immediately 
against acreage controls. He also spoke of 
price supports’ being too high. This sur- 
pr ised some ol his supp wters Ww ho remem- 
bered his pledge of 90 percent of parity to 
farmers

But 
Cornell University agricultural econo- 
mists recently asked a number of farmers, 
country bankers, and farm leaders this 
question: “Do you think 1953 is a good 
time for a young man to start farming?”

“Maybe,” and 49 percent said “‘Yes.” 


Here are some of the reasons given 
for **No”’ answers: “Prices for farms, 
farm products, and cattle are very likely 
to be lower in a few years,’ was one an- 
swer. Another said, “There is certain to 
be a period of lower prices when less 
original investment will be required.” 
Other thoughts were these: “Price levels 
of farm products may leave the new farm- 
er in a bad spot,” and “The trend of 
prices is downward, so it’s dangerous to 


take chances with heavy debts.” 


Here’s why some said ** Yes” to the 
question: “The perfect time to start 
farming can be seen only through hind- 
sight—not foresight. Farming is a life- 
time occupation and people should start 
farming when they are young.’ Another 
answered, “If you like farming and are 
able to do farmwork, and if you can get 
the money to buy a good farm—any time 
is a good time.” 

This statement seems to sum up the 
thinking of those who gave “Yes” an- 
swers: “If you have decided to try farm- 
ing and have at least 50 percent of the re- 
quired investment, start any time on a 


good farm.”

In the 35-year period ending in 1950 
»,204 tornadoes killed 7,961 persons in 
the United States. Property damage 
amounted to $476,427.91 

Hlow are tornadoes formed? Scientists 
don’t agree on the answer, but some of 
them insist that tornadoes are parasites 
They say the vicious twisters live on 
thunderstorms like warble flies live on 
cattle. A tornado draws its first breath of 
death from a thunderstorm 

Tornadoes come winged with red light- 


ning, and backed with the thunder’s roar

Ihe twisters normally move from 
southwest to northeast at a speed of 25 to 
40 miles per hour. In most cases, they can 
be avoided by moving at right angles to 
the storm’s path. The path of destruction 
usually is from 300 to 400 yards wide, and 
from 10 to 40 miles long 

Several general weather conditions 
seem to be necessary before a tornado can 
begin forming. A thunderstorm cell has 
to be in the right stage of development; 
strong winds have to be raging high in 
the stratosphere, and an approaching up- 
per front (or squall line) must trigger the 
tornado into action

In 1944, the first vear of D.H.L.A 
records, the herd produced an average of 373 pounds of 
butterfat and 10,385 pounds of milk. By 1950, the 28-cow 
herd reached 597 pounds of butterfat and 15,360 pounds 
of milk.

“We now pay producers 40 cents a hundred above the 
market for meat-type hogs of desirable market weights and 
finish. These prices are paid when the buyer believes such 


live hogs will yield carcasses of a premium grade.” 


An lowa packing-company official says: 


“As more farmers become acquainted with the type of hog 
entitled to a premium, it is reasonable to expect more hogs 
to be purchased on a merit basis than at present. Un- 
fortunately, many farmers hold the view that because a 
crop of hogs have performed well in the feedlot, they quali- 
fy for a premium. This is the wrong measuring stick.” 


An Indiana packer predicts: 


*The buying and selling of hogs will be done in a mannet 
similar to the way cattle are bought and sold today. The 
drove will be considered for the individual carcass grades 
and the dressing percentage— and the price arrived at from 


these two elements.” 


You can get a bonus now. Here are some statements given 
by buyers for packing companies on today’s hog-price 
spread: “We pay a premium of 10 to 25 cents for meat-type 
hogs, but we do not sort the lot as some people are doing,”’ 
says one lowa company buyer. “The more desirable car- 
casses in the drove, the greater the premium.” 

An Indiana buyer said, “We have no set premium for 
mecat-ty pe hoes but we are willing to pay more money On a 
quality basis for hogs which have desirable lean carcasses.’ 
A Chicago packing company now recognizes hogs within a 
200-to-230-pound weight range that qualify under special 
grade specifications at two of its markets. A differential of 
25 cents has been paid for most of these hogs. 

An lowa packer reported, ““We have a limited program

A Chicago supervisor of hog buying says: 


“No system of more selective grading will increase the 
total return to all farmers from the sale of hogs except as we 
are able to improve quality ind cutting perlormance ove 
the long pull. It would simply redistribute those returns so 
that some farmers would get more, others lk In actual 
practice, the better hogman probably would merit recog- 
nition consistently, while others would quite consistently 
sell quality for a discount—which accentuates the problem 
of producer acceptance.” 


An lowa company executive sums it up: 


“No packer can pay very much over average prices until 
overfat hogs are penalized, More and more people ar 
talking about paying less for the less desirable hogs I his 
must come before more can be paid for the better-killine 
kinds. In the past coupl of years, the industry has been 
moving in that direction.” As to the spread probably 
ahead, he added, “With hogs around $18, it would mean 
a differential of 75 cents to a dollar a hundred between the

The garbage disposer scours 
itself clean with the constant grinding of rough 
food wastes 

Garbage is no longer considered of value as 
hog feed—in fact, it is now a well-known source 
of hog disease. Balanced rations for today’s well- 
nourished hog do not include fruit pits, bones, 
and coffee grounds. And the busy daily schedule 
of today’s modern farm wife should not include the 
drudgery of carrying and cleaning a garbage can.

Vaughn plans another change to help 
him fight the price situation. He’s signed 
up with the Soil Conservation Service for 
a complete farm plan-——to make certain

Dick and Bob Ellis, Dallas County, 
lowa, brothers, farm 480 acres in part 
nership. One of the changes these alert 
partners plan in their hog program is 
switching from fall to late-summer far- 
rowing.

Also plan to in- 
crease the hog business I'll have 7 or 8 
sows this year, but I plan to average 
about 10 on a long-time basis 

Lutz plans to grow more alfalfa and 
more corn. “I raise quite a bit of wheat 
now and will continue as long as the 
government support is on. /’m going out of 
wheat if that support goes off” he said 

Lutz says it’s going to be increasingly 
important to watch the outlook for farm 
prices-—and produce farm products that look 
ihe the best profit bets 

About a year ago, he refinanced his 
farm mortgage to a longer-time basis and 
got the advantage of a lower interest rate 


Speaking of spending in the near future, 


Ralph Space, of Dryden, New York, 
a dairy and poultry farmer, also plans to 
expand his dairy herd 

So that two men can more easily handle 
the larger herd, the Spaces will put two 
major laborsavers in the barn-—a gutter 
cleaner and a new feed-storage arrange- 
ment. The latter will include overhead 
storage bins for bulk handling of feed, and 
grain chutes located at convenicnt plac cs

Fats have increased chick growth from 
10 to 30 percent and also improved feed 
efhiciency in our 3-year experiments. We 
believe that fats — such as corn oil and so 

bean oil—contain two different growth 
factors. One of these appears to be part of 
the fat itself while the other may turn out 
to be a new vitamin. Both factors are 
needed by the young chick. The U.S.D.A 
and University of California have used 
fats to increase weight gains of turkeys 


‘of laying hens 


and improve nutrition 
Limited information. Little is known 
regarding the fat requirements of farm 
animals, although considerable data is 
available on requirements for protein 
vitamins, minerals, and carbohydrates 

Most rations in past years have con- 
tained abundant amounts of relatively 
high-fat ingredients. This means that 
there could be a reason why a fat defi- 
ciency in rations has not been a problem 
Another consideration is that a mistaken 
impression has existed through the years 
that fat is valuable only for energy 

Phe chick is somewhat particular about 
the fat you give him. He prefers an oil to 


a hard fat. Our work indicates this fat 
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requirement to be in the neighborhood of 
1 or 2 percent of the ration. A boost in 
growth is obtained when corn oil, soy- 
bean oil, wheat germ oil, or cottonseed 
oil is fed 

Linseed oil and cod-liver oil do not 
agree with young chicks. Feeding as little 
as ? pe reent ol either caused severe nerTv- 


ous disorders and eventually death 


Cod-liver oil. This ingredient must be 
fed with caution. We realize that cod- 
liver oil is a source of appreciable amounts 
of the vitamins A and D. However, con- 
centrated fish oils and other concentrates 
of these vitamins can be used to eliminate 


any need for feeding high levels 


Antibiotic relationship. The marked 
growth stimulation associated with feed- 
ing the “wonder drugs” prompted us to 
feed corn oil with and without penicillin 
The results indicate that corn oil seemed 
to improve growth even more in the 
presence of penicillin 

Additional research is needed to con- 
trol the fat content of future rations intel- 
ligently and insure adequate amounts of 
these new factors. END

Mastitis 
control 


Mastitis picks the pockets of thousands 
of dairymen everywhere. However, the 
former big losses by many New York 
dairymen have been cut almost to zero 
under a unique and successful statewide 
mastitis research and control program 

In November, 1950, Successful Farmine 
reported to you on the operations of this 
program. Just a few hundred farmers co- 
operated in the program at first. By the 
end of 1952, more than 14,000 herd ex- 
aminations had been made (300,000 cows 
by veterinarians and the regional masti- 
tis-control laboratories 

briefly, this is a program operated by 
the Cornell veterinary college in coopera- 
tion with the state department of agricul- 
ture and markets. The dairyman receives 
free laboratory analyses of the milk from 
each quarter of every cow in his herd. To 
get these, the dairyman calls in one of the 
veterinarians at the lab, and his local 
practicing veterinarian. The herd is “‘sut 
veyed,” meaning they take samples of 
milk for laboratory analysis and check 
over each quarter of every cow in the 
herd. The dairyman in turn agrees to use 
the recommendations of the laboratory, 
and he pays his local veterinarian for 
diagnosis and treatment 

Many dairymen who have cooperated 
in the control program have D.H.1.A 
reports to show milk-production increases 
of 1,000 pounds of milk and 30 to 40 


pounds of butterfat per cow per year 


, 
I. example, take William Larkin at 
Cazenovia, New York. He had a big dose 
of mastitis in his 70-cow herd and the 
situation looked bad for him. He had the 
herd “‘surveyed” and his local veterinar- 
ian treated it on the basis of the clinical 
and laboratory tests. The cost: $1,000; 
the increase in his milk check in a year 
$5,000. ““Any time $1 will bring you $5 
it’s a good bet,”’ says Larkin 

Another dairyman with a 70-cow herd 
found that 60 quarters were infected. The 
regional laboratory recommended the 
treatment which was followed, and in 10 
days this farmer was shipping an extra 
two cans of milk a day 

\ poorly working, unclean, and badly 
used milking machine causes a large per- 
centage of the mastitis trouble. Simpl 
repairs and careful attention to cleaning 
the machine, plus fast milking, can work 
wonders 

Once mastitis gets into a herd, treat- 
ment based on laboratory diagnosis in- 
stead of guesswork pays off. There are 
several types of mastitis organisms, and 
one certain antibiotic or a combination of 
antibiotics is likely to get the quickest and

out as a rising column of warm air. This 
updraft builds a cloud up to beyond the 
freezing level, where the weight of con- 
centrated water and ice particles finally 
overcomes the updraft and begins to fall, 
starting a downdraft.

Grass silage 


proved good sl n 4 | ce 
dairy ration 


A study made at Iowa State College’s 
dairy farm indicates that grass silage can 
be fed to milking cows as the only rough- 
age—and without loss in milk production 
or body weight 

The comparison was made between six 
Holstein cows getting only grass silage 
and six getting corn silage and alfalfa hay 
Phe test ran from January 23 to May 8 
Both groups of cows were fed the same 
grain mixture which contained about 17 


percent crude protein 


Here's what they found: The cows on 
grass silage as the only roughage produced 
1,728 pounds more milk during the test 
period than the ones which got both corn 
silage and hay. Butterfat tests were about 
the same. The cows on grass silage ate an 
average olf 69 pounds of roughage a day 
the others averaged 59.9 pounds of corn 
silage and 8.1 pounds of hay daily. The 
grass-silage cows ate 1.4 pounds more 
grain daily 

Art Porter, [.S.C. dairy husbandman 
says that the grass-silage cows showed no 
craving for dry roughage during the trial 
feeding period. He points out that the 
test doesn’t prove that grass silage as the 
only roughage will cause increased milk 
production — there weren't enough cows 
in the test. “But there was nothing to in- 
dicate that harm could be expected from 


such a practice,’ he adds

Clarnyard improvement program—you 
can put every idea to work in your herd 
Program is set up on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. IT wice-a-day milking is followed 

I hen what makes this herd “‘tick,”’ set 
ting it apart from other high-produci: 
herds? 

When the original program was set uy 
in 1941, Bill McCredie, owner of Clan 
yard Farms, went to C. S. Rhode, dairy 
specialist at University of Illinois, for help 
Rhode helped pick out the original foun- 
dation cows. Good type was considered, 
but little attention was given to blood- 
lines. The cows were purchased at mod- 
erate prices. Today, several top cows in 
the herd are worth nearly as much as the 
original cost of the 20 foundation cows 

No factor contributed more to the rapid 
rise in production than the use of artificial 
breeding. Since the start. all cows have 
been bred artificially to top-notch bulls 
from the Northern Illinois Breeding Co- 
op. Today, the herd has several produc- 
ing heifers of fourth-generation artificial 
breeding. In 1951, three first-lactation 
heifers topped the 600-pound mark 

‘There's no comparison between arti- 
ficial breeding and depending on one bull 
for herd improvement,” says Managet 
Earle Johnson. “One bull that doesn’t 
‘nick’ with your herd can put you out of 
business. With the services of many top 
notch bulls, your chances of getting a 
good mating are greatly increased. You 
won't have quite the uniformity but the 
difference shows up in the milk pail over 
the long pull.” 

As for the rate of conception, a bull 
would have a hard time matching the rec- 
ord on the Clanyard farm. Last year, ac- 
cording to Herdsman Russell Mathews, 
80 percent of the cattle were settled on 
the first service 

Russell feels two factors are responsible 
for the high conception rate a close eve 
on the cow in heat and not breeding het 
bac k too soon Russell wat hes for signs 
of heat twice a day. During the winter, 
the cows are left outside for about an 
hour. Any cow in heat in the morning is 
bred in the afternoon. Cows coming into 
heat in the afternoon are bred before 
noon the next day 

Cows are never bred back until at least 
60 days after freshening. Russell likes to 
let two heat periods go by and catch them 
on the third one. This means the cow will 
drop a calf every 12 months. The cows 
are dried off two months before freshening 

All heifers are kept until freshening 
Then they are culled closely. Selection is 
based on family type and production 
About three first-calf heifers are added to 
the herd each year. Heifers are bred to 
freshen at 27 to 28 months of age 

Johnson feels the herd is now in a level- 
ing-off period. To go much above the 
600-pound figure, more emphasis will be 
placed on breeding, especially on close 
family matings of high producers

duction is feeding for it. The roughage 
program on the Clanyard Farms is second 
to none. This is best shown by the year- 
round level of production. Production in 
December and January is just as high as 
it is during the lush grass months 
The same grass-legume mixture is used 
for both hay and pasture. It consists of 8 
pounds of domestic brome, 10 pounds of 
alfalfa, and 44 pound of Ladino clover 
This mixture is seeded in oats in the 
spring. The first-year crop is used for hay 
to give the brome a chance to get a good 
start. Johnson likes to have at least a 50- 
50 mixture of grasses and legumes before 
turning the cattle in. The cattle take over 
the second year and stay on it just as 
many years as the pasture holds out 
Johnson shoots for a six-months pasture 
season. He can usually start pasturing the 
latter part of April and continue through 
most of September. The 20-acre pasture 
area is divided into three smaller plots 
Each plot is pastured about 10 days to 2 
wecks. Then the cows are moved to a 
fresh plot. After moving, the plot is 
clipped to give the forage a fresh start 
This is especially important in maintain- 
ing the proper legume -gTass balance 
Corn silage is fed the year round. Dur- 
ing the summer, 18 pounds of corn silage 
is fed per head. This is boosted to 24 
pounds per head during the winter 
months. The amount of corn silage is kept 
low so the cows will consume more high- 
quality hay and pasture. The corn is well 
dented before going into the silo 
The same grain ration is fed the year 
round. It consists of 
1,200 pounds oats 
50 pounds ear corn 
200 pounds linseed oil meal 
00 pounds bran 
150 pounds dried molasses-beet pulp 
10 pounds salt 


10 pounds finely ground limestone 
10 pounds bonemeal 
Mixed, this gives Johnson a grain mix- 
ture of about 13.1 percent protein. Dur- 
ing the summer months, another sack of 


linseed meal is added to the above mix- 


ture, boosting the protein to about 15 
percent. This helps keep up the butterfat

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test which has a tendency to slip during 
the early pasture season. Grain is fed 
at the ratio of 1 pound of grain to 4 
pounds of milk up to 16 pounds of feed. 
From there on, the cows are on their own. 
And several of the Clanyard cows are 
producing near the 80-pounds-a-day 
mark. “‘We’re shooting for a long produc- 
tive life from each cow,” says Johnson, 
“and the surest way to burn out a cow is 
to feed too much grain. A mixture too 
high in protein only wastes protein.” 

A 13-percent-protein grain mixture 
may sound a bit low to many dairymen. 
However, these cows are getting their 
protein from another source—high- 
quality hay. 

Every precaution is taken to assure that 
the winter roughage will be as high in 
nutrients as the summer pasture. The hay 
is cut at 1/10 bloom or before and im- 
mediately run through a hay crusher to 
insure faster drying. Johnson says crush- 
ing cuts drying time about 50 percent 
The hay is in the tough stage when it is 
chopped and blown into the barn. Forced- 
air drying finishes the drying. By using 
this method, the leaves are saved and it 
still has a green color. Hay cut one day is 
put up the next. If the hay dries faster 
than it is chopped, it is baled 

The dry cows get a special grain ration 
consisting of a 50-50 mixture of coarsely 
ground oats and a 14-percent commercial 
fitting ration 

Good management is the third point 
which makes this one of the top-produc- 
ing herds in the country. Herdsman 
Mathews watches the cows like a hawk 
At the first sign of trouble, he’s right on 
it. His aim is to prevent trouble 

Several years ago, both Bang’s and 
mastitis were slowing down progress 
Mastitis was licked by going on a strict 
sanitation program. This included wash- 
ing the cow’s udder. Teat « ups are dipped 
between each cow, first in cold water, 
then with a chlorine solution. A strip cup 


is used to detect any sign of mastitis 


Oni, one milking unit is used. The 3- 
minute rule is followed closely. This is es- 
pecially true with heifers which can be 
trained to the fast milking procedure 
Cows are clipped and vacuumed regular- 
ly. During the winter, hoofs are trimmed 
to keep them standing right 

Phe Bang’s problem was eliminated by 
a program of adult blood testing and calf- 
hood vaccination. Twice a year, blood 
samples are drawn and the herd tested for 
Bang’s and tuberculosis. The calves are 
vaccinated for Bang’s at 6 months of age, 
using Strain 19 

Regularity is another important man- 
agement factor. Herdsman Mathews is 
mostly concerned about doing the same 
job at the same time each day. Close 
records are kept on breeding, feeding, and 
production 

Production records such as the ones on 
the Clanyard Farms don’t just happen 
they’re thought out and planned hen, 
too, it takes more than just one or two 
good practices to carry on a continuous 
program of herd improvement. You have 
to hit them all and hit them hard. END

freeze fish 


_ = don’t have to stop fishing because 
the family is getting tired of fish every 
night for dinner. Instead, you can freeze 
those extra fish and eat them later when 
thev are deliciously out of season 

Because fish spoil quickly, it is most im- 
portant to reduce the time from the water 
to the freezer as much as possible. Try to 
freeze the fish the same day they are 
caught. (If you can’t, store the fish on ice 
till you can freeze them. Never freeze fish 
unless they are really fresh.) 


Here’s how to do it: 
1. Scale and dress fish, removing heads 
and tails, washing inside and out thor- 
oughly. (Leave whole or cut into steaks or 
boneless fillets.) 


2. Dip cut pieces of lean fish (bass, cod, 
perch, pike, sunfish) into a brine made of 
14 cup salt to 1 quart water to cut drip 
loss and keep cut surfaces from drying 


out, 


3. Fat fish (lake herring, lake trout, pink 
salmon) should be dipped for 1 minute in 
solution of 3 teaspoons ascorbic acid to 2 
quarts of cold water to improve storage

4. Lean fish may be dipped in ascorbic- 
acid solution (14 teaspoon to 1 quart 


water) to help retain fresh color. Drain. 


5. Wrap tightly in moisture- vaporproof 
paper and tie or seal the package 


6. Store lean fish at zero or below in the 
coldest part of your freezer. Store fat fish 
at -10 to -20 degrees so fat won't get

New test will 


help you select

—— breeders now have a new test 
to aid in selecting their best young ani- 
mals to be kept for breeding stock. /t’s a 
method to determine the exact deeree of fatnes 
of cattle, heep, and hog eithout Killing the 
animal The test was developed by the 
United States Department of Agriculture 

By applying the test to a few of his best 
bull calves, a cattheman may be in a bet- 
ter position to select a herd sire that can 
pass on to his calves the ability to put on 
fast market finish. You wouldn’t have to 
wait to judge by the first crop of calves 
from each prospective sire. The hog 
breeder may be able to select boars and 
gilts which have small amounts of fat and 
have the ability to make rapid growth 


with less feed. 


Hlow the test works: A measured dose 
of a drug called antipyrine is injected into 
the blood stream of an animal. It dis- 
solves immediately—and then begins to 
be eliminated. With cattle, after 2% 
hours blood samples are taken every hour 
for 4 hours—and the rate of elimination 
of the drug from the blood is recorded. 
Ihe fatter the animal, the greater the 
concentration of the drug in the blood 
samples.

Future of our marketing system 


How will the price differential change 
the way hogs are marketed? Will we go 
more to a carcass grade and vield basis 
for figuring what a hog is worth? Chances 
are we won't. An lowa meat packer says, 
“It is difficult to forecast future marketing 
practices. It is our feeling that hogs 
might be priced in droves or sorted for 
grade as is done in cattle buying now.” 

A Chicago buyer is more positive that 
it will be done on a drove basis. He pre- 
dicts that “hogs will be graded and 
purchased live, by grades, with the buy- 
er receiving frequent follow-up confirma- 
tion from the cutting floor.” 

Some companies now buy hogs on an 
actual grade and yield basis. However, 
most packers indicated that the price will 
be determined on a live quality basis 
They maintain that changing the whole 
industry to an actual carcass grade and 
yield basis would increase costs so much 


the farmer wouldn’t benefit 


Summing it up 


Here’s what we've tried to say. A 
change in hog marketing is under way 
You may expect increasing premiums for 
meat-type hogs of high dressing percent- 
age and the right weight—and discounts 
for too-fat hogs. Since high-quality hogs 
can be produced as cheaply as, or more so 
than, too-fat hogs—-there seems to be no 
good reason for not producing the right 
kind. If you start learning how to pro- 
duce the meat-type hog on your own 
farm now, you'll be “ahead of the 
hounds” profitwise. END

Band-sprays 
weed killer 


Ratph Sullivan, Carroll County, In- 
diana, has built a sprayer which will 
place a band of weed killer in the row as 
he cultivates. Total cost was just over 
$100. Here is how he did it. 

He mounted a paint-sprayer com- 
pressor directly below the belt pulley on 
the tractor. A small V-belt pulley was 
mounted on the belt-pulley hub. A 
closed tank was mounted on the front end 
of the tractor with a pressure-relief valve 
set to maintain a pressure of 40 pounds 
Hose runs from the tank to the booms and 
nozzles which were made from ordinary 
hand sprayers 

From 1% to 2 pounds of an ester form 
of 2,4-D in 30 to 35 gallons of water covers 
about 20 acres 

Here is the breakdown on equipment 
cost; compressor, $50: pressure tank, $30; 
hand-spray boom, $15; and miscellaneous 
parts, $10.—O. A., Indiana.

Whipped cream: Beat fresh, pas- 
teurized heavy cream until it stands in 
peaks.

Butter: Make butter from sweet pas- 
teurized cream. Pasteurize sweet cream 
immediately after separating. Heat to 
142 to 145 degrees and hold at that tem- 
perature for 30 minutes, stirring frequent- 
ly. Cool quickly to 50 degrees. Let cream 
stand at least 3 hours before churning 
After churning, remove all buttermilk 
Mold butter and chill until firm. Wrap 
both homemade and commercial-made 
butter in moisture- vaporproof material; 
seal securely, excluding all air. Salted 
butter keeps about 3 months, unsalted 
butter about 6 months. To serve, thaw in 


refrigerator and use as desired 


Cream: Use sweet, rich cream contain- 
ing 40 to 60 percent butterfat. Cream 
with very small fat globules (like that 
from Holstein cows) freezes best. After 
separating, pasteurize the cream within 1 
hour at 142 to 145 degrees for 30 minutes 
Cool at once to 50 degrees or lower. 
Pack pasteurized cream in leakproof, 
moisture- vaporproof cartons holding 
just enough cream for use at one time 
Allow 1 inch headspace; freeze at once 
Store no longer than 6 months. To serve, 
defrost in unopened container in refrig- 
erator. Cream may be used in making 
desserts, ice cream, frosting, and salads. 


Ice cream: Both commercial and 
homemade ice cream can be stored in the 
freezer. Commercial ice cream may be 
stored in the original carton or have an 
added wrap of moisture- vaporproof 
material. It will store satisfactorily for 1 
to 2 months. Frequent opening of the 
container shortens the storage life of ice 
cream 

Homemade ice cream requires a high 
percentage of cream and a stabilizer such 
as gelatin. Make it in a hand- or electric- 
turned ice-cream freezer so ice cream 
won't become grainy during storage 
Never refreeze melted ice cream. For 
easier dipping, set container in refrigera- 
tor or at room temperature for afew min- 
utes before serving. END

Broiled Sirloin Steak 


Beef sirloin steak, Salt and pepper 
cut 1 to 2 Melted butter 
inches thick 
Set regulator for broil. Place steak on 

broiler rack. Broil 2 to 3 inches from heat. 
When one side is browned, season, turn, 
and finish cooking on the other side. Sea- 
son, brush with melted butter, and serve 
hot. Steak cut 1 inch thick requires 18 to 
20 minutes for rare steaks and 20 to 25 
minutes for medium-done steaks. Steak 
cut 2 inches thick requires 30 to 35 min- 
utes for rare steak and 40 to 45 minutes 
for medium-done steak. Broiling over a char- 
coal fire: Build a big enough fire to have a 
good bed of coals. Give it plenty of time 
for all flames to die down to a glowing 
bed of embers before starting to cook the 
meat. Trim excess fat from meat; slash 
fat to prevent curling. Have grill far 
enough from coals so that when fat from 
meat drips and flares up, flames do not 
char the meat.

y 
K., the boys who worry over the idea 
that our livestock breeds are rapidly ap- 
proaching the “hothouse-plant” stage, 
here’s more grist for the mill. Some farm- 
ers are now cutting and chopping pasture 
forage and serving it up cafeteria style 
every day to cattle held in dry lot. But 
the farmers following this practice aren’t 
doing it because their cattle have lost the 
ability or ambition to graze pasture for- 
age themselves 

Three big reasons pop up aS soon as 
you begin talking to farmers who are feed- 
ing freshly cut forage to cattle in dry lot 
First, freshly cut green forage, while not 
acure-all for bloat, seems to go a long way 
toward eliminating this catthemen’s sum- 
mer nightmare 

Second, without exception, the farmers 
following this “‘green-lot” system say 
they get more actual feeding value out of 
their pasture by hauling it to the cattle 
And, third, using freshly cut forage has 
cut corn consumption 50 percent or more 
for some farmers when compared to their 


previous method of dry-lot feeding 


ry 
I’, see how this system really works, I 
visited several of the farmers who were 
hauling freshly cut forage to their cattle 
every day. Their experiences may throw 
some light on several of your beef-feeding 
problems 

Dean and Jack Wilkinson of De Witt, 
lowa, have had one year of experience 
with freshly cut forage in beef production 
Their 96 head of 375-pound calves were 


wintered on grass silage and hay. The

cattle received no grain. Gains averaged 
72 pound per head per day on the winter 
ration of grass silage and hay. 

From April 15 to May 15, the cattle 
were on alfalfa-timothy pasture without 
grain. From the middle of May to the 
middle of September, the cattle were 
again back in dry lot with freshly cut 
brome-alfalfa hauled to them twice a day. 

As Dean put it, there was no standard 
procedure in feeding the freshly cut for- 
age. Morning and evening feedings were 
usually enough, but sometimes a noon

feeding was necessary in order to keer the 
freshly cut forage before the cattle at ail 
times 

The cattle received no corn up to Sep- 
tember 1, but they were fed 2 pounds per 
head per day of a special silage supple- 
ment. The cattle gained about 2 pounds 
per head per day, and ate 65 pounds of 
freshly cut forage per head daily. 


( dn September 1, the Wilkinson broth- 
ers stopped feeding the silage supplement 
and began feeding corn. They did not 
experience any bloat trouble with their 
cattle until about the middle of Septem- 
ber. Then, two head died from bloat 
when they were switched to new corn 
plus the freshly cut forage from the third 
cutting of alfalfa. The day the steers 
bloated, the freshly cut green forage was 
discontinued and grass silage substituted. 

In the future, the Wilkinsons will stop 
feeding freshly cut forage with the second 
cutting and will not cut after September 
1. The brothers plan to market their cat- 
tle the middle of December with a great 
deal of grass and very little corn used to 
produce the beef 

Jack and Dean hope to hold the corn 
consumption per head to under 20 bush- 
els from purchase to selling time. The 
cattle will not carry a high degree of fin- 
ish with this system, but Dean is con- 
fident the cattle will produce just as much 
or more profit 

Losing 20 head of cattle from bloat was 
reason enough for William Phelps, Kos- 
suth County, lowa, to look for a safer 
method of using forage in beef produc- 
tion. “Green-lot”’ feeding seemed worth a 
try 

Phelps bought 100 head of quality 
calves weighing 438 pounds in Novem- 
ber. These calves were wintered on grass

Ted Johnson, Welton, Iowa, started 
with 120 head of 616-pound Montana 
and Colorado yearlings. The cattle were 
bought on October 1 and, up until Janu- 
ary 1, cleaned up meadows, cornstalk 
fields, plus brome-alfalfa silage and hay.

On May 5, the cattle were turned out 
on 25 acres of bluegrass pasture. Up to 
May 20, the cattle got 4 pounds of corn 
per head plus the pasture. From May 20 
until September 20, the cattle stayed on 
the pasture and were fed freshly cut for- 
age twice daily in addition. 


U, to July 1, 4 pounds of shelled corn 
per head per day was fed with the green 
forage. After this date, the corn was in- 
creased to 7 pounds per day per head un- 
til September 20 when the feeding of 
freshly cut forage was discontinued. 

The cattle were consuming 45 to 50 
pounds of the freshly cut forage per day 
during this period. After he brought the 
cattle off the bluegrass and into the dry 
lot, they were given all the hay they could 
eat. By October 30, the cattle were get- 
ting 22 pounds of corn per head per day. 
Their weight on this date was estimated 
at 1,200 pounds. 

No protein supplement was fed at any 
time during the entire feeding operation. 
Johnson chopped the forage direct and 
used a self-unloading wagon which cut 
time and labor costs. END

| silage is the hottest thing 
since the moldboard plow, according to 
Harold Prairie, Jr., Lawrenceville, New 
York. ““When farmers see how easy it is to 
put up, and how well cows like it,”’ he 
said, “I believe few will continue to chop 
grass.” 

Using old railroad ties, Prairie con- 
structed a 400-ton, aboveground, hori- 
zontal silo for about $150. After filling 
this silo with chopped grass, he decided 
to experiment with long-grass silage. 
Therefore, a 5-acre timothy and clover 
field was stacked. Using a booster buck 
rake on a heavy-duty tractor, this mate- 
rial was picked up right behind the mow- 
ing machine and dumped into the stack. 
Although some spoilage occurred on the 
sides of the stack, it was mostly excellent- 
quality silage. This problem could be re- 
duced to a minimum by using the trench 
entirely. 

When the stack was opened, each cow 
had been getting 80 pounds of chopped 
silage and plenty of hay. With free- 
choice, the cows stuffed themselves on 
long-grass silage. They ate very little hay 
and almost no chopped silage. After 
three days, production went up 110 
pounds on 20 cows. Two days after the 
stack was gone, production dropped 75 
pounds.—Don Huddleston, New York.

Boost protein 


with fertilizer 


Adding fertilizer will boost the protein 
content of grass crops and cut cattle-feed- 
ing costs. 

In University of Nebraska tests, the 
protein content of bromegrass was in- 
creased from 9.41 percent to 12.61 per- 
cent when a fertilizer containing 120 
pounds of nitrogen per acre was applied 
The protein content went up to 15.6 per- 
cent when the nitrogen application was 
doubled. The increases in forage yields 
boosted total protein production seven 
umes 


Identify sheep disease 


For the first time, the sheep disease 
known as blue-tongue has been identified 
in the United States. The disease has 
been found in California, according to the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

A disease, then described as “sore 
muzzle” and now considered to be blue- 
tongue, first appeared in west Texas in 
1948. Similar symptoms were reported 
from California and Utah for the first 
time in 1952. It is not known how the 
virus might have been introduced into 
the United States. An African specialist 
nas been invited to come to this country 


to help stop the disease. 


No fly trouble 


When other farmers’ cattle were fight- 
ing flies last summer, Russell Perry and 
Son, Cambridge, Ohio, noticed their 
animals out grazing. The Perry cattle 
were protected by benzene hexachloride 
mixed with DDT. 

The Perrys used an orchard sprayer to 
spray their beef herd every three weeks. 
“It took only about 5 minutes and 25 to 
30 gallons of spray,” says Oscar E. Share, 
Guernsey County agricultural agent, “‘to 
drench the entire herd of 40 head thor- 
oughly.” Cattle were sprayed while con- 
fined in a small lot 


Corn vs. alfalfa silage 


Preliminary feeding results at the Irri- 
gation Experiment Station, Prosser, 
Washington, showed little difference in 
daily gains of beef steers fed corn silage 
and those fed alfalfa silage. At the end of 
99 days of the 120-day test, the steers fed 


corn silage averaged 2.56 pounds gain 
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per day. Those on the alfalfa-silage ration 
gained 2.32 pounds a day. 

The animals were divided so that half 
were getting corn silage and the other 
half alfalfa silage.

and how expensive is that equipment? 
Can the equipment be used for other pur- 
poses (spraying, applying other fertilizer)? 
How much time will it take to side-dress 
an acre? And while you're at it, look into 
the costs of hiring your side-dressing done 
by a custom operator. Now to more de- 


tail on these different nitrogen types. 


Nitrogen solutions. (These should not 
be confused with the low-analysis solu- 
tions used for leaf or foliar feeding.) Solu- 
tions are as good sources of nitrogen as 
are the better-known solid forms 
Solutions should be separated into two 
groups, because the equipment needed to 
apply them is different. : 
““No-pressure” solutions can be ap- 
plied directly to the surface of the ground 
Rear-mounted and pull-type sprayers are 
used 
The solutions corrode brass and steel, 
and where large acreages will be covered, 
special chrome and stainless-steel fittings 
should be used. On average acreages it 
probably will be cheaper to use a regular 
weed sprayer, flush it well with water, 
both inside and out, every night, and re- 
place the fittings every so often. 
Low-pressure solutions, or liquors as 
they are often called, require special 
equipment to store them and _ transfer 
them from tanks to the applicator. They 
must be cut into the ground similar to 
anhydrous ammonia 


Anhydrous ammonia. This has be- 
come widely available in the Cornbelt 
primarily as a custom operation. More 
individuals and groups of farmers are 
beginning to buy applic ators Anhvdrous 
applicators start at around $1,000.

No area of life is so brimming with tradi- 
tion, with drama, with obligations to the 
future, as the American farm. 

rhe truth of this was re-emphasized to 
me when I read The Wonderful Coun- 
try, by Tom Lea (Little, Brown & Co., 
34 Beacon St., Boston 6, Massachusetts, 
$3.75). It’s a story of fierce love for the 
land “where a man belongs,” laid in 
Mexico and Texas during the 1870s. 
Apache raiders, Mexican land barons, 
Texas Rangers, United States Cavalry 
come alive in its pages, so vividly that 
you, too, will taste the Rio Grande sand, 
dried goat meat, tortillas, and Sierra pine. 
Through it all, Martin Brady rides his 
black stallion in a searing quest for self. 

This is not a “pretty” book. It is as 
moodily vicious and beautiful as virgin 
land and pioneer life can be. Tom Lea 
writes so well that you forget you're read- 
ing a story. The Wonderful Country is 
one of the best novels I've read during 
the past 10 years. 


You'll get perspective for tomorrow, 
too, from The New Force by Dr. Ralph 
E. Lapp (Harper & Bros., 49 E. 33rd 
St., New York 16, New York, $3). This is 
a 240-page report on the development of 
atomic research during the past 10 years, 
told by the former director of the nuclear 
physics branch of the Office of Naval Re- 
search. Farm readers will appreciate the 
chapter entitled “The Atom-—Man’s 
Servant,’ because it is an excellent lay- 
man’s description of the huge job radio- 
isotopes are doing for agri ulture in stud- 
ies of the mechanism of plants, animals, 
insects, and fungi. Atomic energy has the 
power to destroy today’s civilization or 
vastly improve tomorrow’s civilization 
The New Force is essential reading for 
the farm family. 


Somber in its realistic reporting but 
heartening in its news of medical ad- 
vances is W. H. White’s book about sol- 
diers who are wounded in Korea, Back 
Down the Ridge (Harcourt, Brace & 
Co., 383 Madison Ave., New York 17, 
New York, $3)

Wet mash 


Adding 1'4 pounds of water to each 
pound of dry grain fed to dairy cows in a 
milking-parlor feeding operation brought 
rather remarkable results at Michigan 
State College. The cows immediately 
responded by giving down their milk. 
Whether the grain was coarse, medium, 
or finely ground, the eating time was cut 
in half. A set of identical twins was used. 
Also, each twin increased milk produc- 
tion by 6 pounds a day. And to the eyes of 
the research men, the cows were more

Cause of calf scours 


A virus has been identified as the cause 
of calf scours by University of Wisconsin 
veterinarians. The researchers call the 
disease pneumonia-enteritis. The term 
“scours,” they say, describes one of the 
signs of the disease —not the disease itself, 
Scours alone can be a sign of many dis- 
eases or upsets. Proof that the disease is 
caused by a virus greatly helps in the 


fight against scours 


Keeping up with the fly 


Fly control in dairy barns and on dairy 
cattle is becoming more difficult. First 
there was the finding that DDT appears 
in the milk when it is used on or near 
milking cows. Second was the appearance 
of strains of flies that are resistant or part- 
ly resistant to DDT poisoning 

As a result, general sanitation and re- 
moval of tly-breeding areas are stressed 
more than ever. Also, there is a trend to 
other insecticides 

What are these insecticides and how do 
they fit into the picture? 

Methoxychlor and methoxychlor-lin- 
dane mixes are helping fill the gap. The 
manufacturer recommends a 20-percent 
methoxychlor wettable powder on cattle, 
and a barn spray made up of 50 percent 
methoxychlor and 3 percent lindane 

Oil-base fly sprays have made a strong 
comeback to help fulfill the need for fly 
control on dairy cattle. Pyrethrins, either 
alone or in combination with other toxic 
materials, are common ingredients. The 
repellents include pine oil and several 
newer materials with repellent action

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oil-base insecticide, particularly where 
daily treatment is employed. Overdosing 
with some oils gives actual burning in hot 
weather when cattle are outside. A good 
general rule is to use just enough spray 
to do the job. Fog it on so as to wet the 
hair and skin as lightly as possible. Fly 
control pays good dividends—follow the 
recommendations and profit by the re- 


sults. —Dr. J. H. Lilly. 


Milk transmits X-disease 


Cows infected with X-disease can pass 
the condition on to calves through their 
milk. 

In one case studied at the University of 
Nebraska, a cow apparently transmitted 
the disease through her milk to four suc- 
cessive calves. After two of the calves de- 
veloped the skin disease shortly following 
birth, tests were started to determine 
whether the condition was hereditary or 
due to the milk. 

Iwo calves were purchased from other 
herds. One was fed on milk from the in- 
fected cow while the other calf was fed 
her cream mixed with dried skim milk 

The calf fed milk from the cow devel- 
oped X-disease while the calf on the 
cream and dried-milk diet did not. 


Cobs absorb silage juice 


For seven years, Merlin Voight, Lo- 
mira, Wisconsin, has been feeding ground 
corncobs to his cows and making it pay. 
A strong advocate of grassland farming, 
he mixes 300 to 400 pounds of ground 
cobs with every load of grass silage to ab- 
sorb the moisture. This moisture that 
would normally escape is 26 percent pro- 
tein, and when absorbed by the ground 
corncobs, makes an excellent feed. 

Three bags of ground cobs are dumped 
in the bottom of each chopper wagon be- 
fore it is loaded. When the wagens are 
unloaded, the cobs and grass get a 
thorough mixing. Cobs are ground and 
delivered for $15 a ton.—E. S., Wisconsin. 


What good breeding can do 


Good breeding in a dairy herd is a big 
factor in whether a dairyman works for 
his cows or the cows work for him. 

C. S. Rhode, extension dairyman in the 
Illinois Experiment Station, offers this 
example of how a good breeding program 
helped one Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation member in Illinois in eight 
years. 

When Ed Ogren, Kane County, IIli- 
nois, first started breeding his cows and 
heifers to bulls in the Northern Illinois 
Breeding Co-op in 1943, the average pro- 
duction of his herd was 9,105 pounds of 
milk and 330 pounds of butterfat 

In 1951, Ogren’s 22-cow herd averaged 
12,178 pounds of milk and 459 pounds of 
fat. This increase in production, due 
largely to better inheritance, had a value 
of nearly $3,000 for the year. END

not yet appeared. By the time the ears 
were filling, the leaves had started firing 
for potash 

When potash shortage is detected early 
enough in the season, it is possible to 
side-dress with potash fertilizers such as 
0-0-60 and still boost yields 

The middle row of pictures shows corn 
low in nitrogen throughout the growing 
season, When the white powder was ap- 
plied to the stalk at the 10-inch stage 
(the first picture), it was already low in 
nitrogen. At tasseling and late in the sea- 
son, there was no pink color 

In this same series of pictures, notice 
the phosphate and potash tests. The 
strong blue color on the test strip shows 
that phosphate was medium to high. The 
test for potash was high—orange color 
showed up strongly in the first two dots 
This is a typical case of low nitrogen 
both phosphate and potash tend to pile 
up in the plant 

rhis corn could have profitably been 
side-dressed with 60 to 80 pounds of ni- 
trogen per acre after the 10-inch test 

The third case shows corn that was 
well fed all through the growing season 
Tissue tests of the corn at 10 inches, at 
tasseling, and when fully dented showed 
about medium nitrogen, medium to high 
phosphate, and medium to high potash 


Precautions 

The test indicates only the status of the 
corn when the test was made. For that 
reason, it is well to test at regular inter- 
vals through the summer. 

Second, the test needs to be inter- 
preted in the light of weather conditions 
Cold, wet weather may slow the growth 
of the corn and let the nutrients “pile up”’ 
in the plant to give a high test. But again, 
in good growing weather the corn may be 
using the nutrients as fast as they are 
brought into the plants 

Third, make the test from the same 
part of the plant at the same time of day 
through the growing season 

Dr. Roger Bray of the University of 
Illinois, originator of this test kit, recom- 
mends making the tests on juice from the 
midrib of leaves halfway up the plant 
Dr. G. N. Hoffer, of the American Potash 
Institute, makes his tests on the stalk 

Make the tests during the day from 
midmorning to late afternoon. Earlier or 
later, the test may not be accurate 


Check before making tests 
Check your papers and solutions each 
time before making a series of tests 
Here’s how: Run a blank paper (no plant 
sap) for both phosphate and potash to 
make sure your solutions will not give a 
test where there is none. Also, run a 
sample using a complete fertilizer solu- 
tion (like 10-10-10) to make sure a test 
will register when the nutrients are there

make the phosphate iest. Hold it for a 
short time so the sap can react with the 
spots. Then put on drops of solution from 
the bottle to wet the spots. No more is 
needed. While the spot is still damp, rub 
the tin strip (which comes with the kit) 
over the spot for the phosphate test. The 
brighter the blue color which results, the 
more phosphate 

An orange color in the first dot at the 
bottom means 1,000 parts per million of 
potash in the sap of the plant; in the sec- 
ond spot, 2,000 p.p.m.; and in the third 
spot, 3,000 p.p.m. For corn, color in the 
middle dot (2,000 p.p.m.) is sufficient 

On the other half of the stalk, put the 
white nitrogen test powder with a clean 
knife. Rub it in the stalk to wet all the 
powder. A pink color means nitrate nitro- 
gen. The deeper the color, the higher the 
test 

Test several stalks for an average 

Use the test with common sense and it 
can repay you a thousand times in higher 
yields because you can detect trouble 
when it starts and often correct it right 
then. At least you can make sure it does 
not happen again

How we prevent 


BLOAT 


Each farmer in this article has a 
bloat-prevention program. You may 
find their ideas helpful in solving 


this livestock problem on your farm 


| is bloat month. It’s the month when 
you'll most likely have cattle “balloon 
up” on good pasture. You may even lose 
a few 

If you’ve ever had trouble with this 
killer, then you’re probably wishing right 
now that someone could tell you how to 
prevent bloat. But, unfortunately, no one 
can give you sure-fire answers 

lo give you ideas that have worked for 
other livestock men, Successful Farming 
went to livestock feeders and dairymen 
who are doing a good job of eliminating 
the bloat problem. Maybe not all the 
methods that worked for these men will 
work in your herd, but they are certainly 
worth a try 

Take Dean R. Wilkinson, Clinton 
County, Iowa, for instance. This is the 
method he uses to prevent bloat. He says, 
“We turn our yearling steers out on pas- 
ture April 10 to 15, or before there is any 
sign of new growth of the alfalfa and 
bromegrass.

Once they are on, I 
never shift them back and forth from good 
pasture to poor.” 

Lee Rodgers, Monmouth, Illinois, uses 
a pasture mixture of alfalfa, red clover, 
timothy, bromegrass, and Ladino clover 
He has never had bloat in his fattening 
cattle. 

Rodgers keeps plenty of water, salt, 
and minerals before the cattle at all times 
And one of the big reasons he doesn’t have 
bloat may be this: ‘We have always kept 
a small piece of bluegrass for the cattle to 
run in and graze as they wish.” 

Many of the methods followed by these 
successful feeders and dairymen are the 
same as those recommended by state col- 
leges. For example, Dr. F. A. Hall, exten- 
sion veterinarian at Purdue, gives these 
tips: 

1. Feed cattle dry hay before turning 
them on pasture 

2. Let cattle eat hay or straw while on 
pasture 


3. Turn cattle out on legume pasture

The key to success in feeding any low- 
quality roughage is to supplement the 
roughage properly, For instance, corn- 
cobs alone won't do. The cobs need to be

energy (molasses and/or corn), protein,

stituents found in high-quality hay, mo- 
lasses, or certain protein-rich feeds,

Dre amounts and kinds of supplements 
needed vary with the amounts of corn- 
cobs fed in the ration. Very little addi- 
tional supplement is required over that 
needed in a corn ration if cobs make up 
less than 14 of a corn fattening ration 
That’s about twice as many cobs as in 
ground ear corn. Considerable quantities 
of supplemental feeds are necessary if 
cobs make up 24 or more of the ration 
That’s approximately 6 times as much 
cobs as in ground ear corn. 

Now, what about these protein supple- 
ments? The percentage of protein re- 
quired in the total ration so that steers 
will efficiently utilize corncobs appears to 
be between 8 and 10 percent. Corncobs 
have approximately 2 percent protein 
Therefore, 2 to 3 pounds of soybean oil 
meal, or its equivalent, is required in the 
supplemental mixture for an animal con- 
suming 20 pounds of feed daily, 14 
pounds of which is cobs 

I'wo or 3 pounds of oil meal per steer 
per day is more oil meal than you need 
in a corn-grain fattening ration contain- 
ing no corncobs. However, these larger 
amounts of protein-rich feeds are a must 
when fed with low-protein roughages 


im can be mixed with corn or mo- 
lasses, or in a commercial supplement in 
place of a part of the oil meal. Such a 
mixture be safely and effectively

Chauncey grinds his cobs, putting 
them through a 5¢” screen.

When corn was 
added, gains jumped to 154 to 2 pounds 
per day.

Both of the farmers mentioned in this 
article are sold on the idea of feeding corn- 
cobs. Their results are very similar to 
those of many college experiments, 


L, this article we have been discussing 
corncobs almost exclusively. What about 
other low-grade, high-cellulose rough- 
age? The corncob studies have shown us 
that the actual feeding value of an ex- 
tremely poor-quality roughage can be 
greatly improved by using proper supple- 
ments. This idea means that a poor-qual- 
ity roughage can be transformed into a 
good-quality ration by adding the neces- 
sary supplements. 

Now, do such roughages as small grain 
and soybean straw, cornstalks, and low- 
quality hays have substantial feeding val- 
ue if properly supplemented? 

Unfortunately, there is not enough ex- 
perimental data now to give a clear-cut 
answer to the above question. There is 
reason to believe, however, that the prin- 
ciples developed in nutritional research with 
corncobs will, in general, apply to other 
roughages. The same supplements used to 
improve the feeding value of corncobs 
may work. However, they may require 
certain alteration for most economical 
production. Each roughage must be 
tested individually before definite con- 
clusions can be made. 

More and more research is being di- 


rected toward the idea of making use of 


what—up until now—we have consid- 
ered waste roughage. The day may come 
when we will be just as careful about 
gathering straw and stalks as we are 
about the small grain and corn.

VETERINARY HELPS 





“Cheap” pigs 


can be costly 


‘ 
Ceniten livestock buying can lead to 
trouble. One of our farmer friends bought 
a bunch of pigs for almost nothing. The 
pigs were unthrifty and tough-looking, 
but he thought he could make a profit by 
worming them, then feeding them out on 
good rations and antibiotics 

However, these pigs weren't just 
“runts.”” Their unthrifty appearance was 
due to chronic erysipelas, and the dis- 
case was spread to many of the home- 
raised animals. When the score was added 
up, the “bargain” pigs turned out to be 
the most expensive that our friend had 


ever pure hased 


What's the trouble here? 


This cow was first noted as being slight- 
ly lame when she lagged behind the other 
cattle traveling to or from the pasture 
The toes spread apart and the foot be- 
came badly swollen (as shown). The cow 
lost weight, dropped off in milk produc - 
tion, and went off her feed. Such symp- 
toms can be due to broken bones, pieces 
of wire or glass in the feet, sprains, and 
foot rot. What’s the trouble here? 

In this case it happened to be foot rot, 
an infection which sometimes follows a 
skin injury. It can appear at any time 
of the year under all kinds of conditions,

but it most commonly affects cattle dur- 
ing wet weather, when the animals regu- 
larly walk through mud 

\ few daily applications of ordinary 
antiseptics like iodine or coal-tar dips 
usually will cure the infection if it’s 
caught early. When joints are involved 
in the later stages, it is often advisable 
to treat the condition by giving sulfa 
solutions intravenously. Whatever meth- 
it will help if 
animals are kept out of mud and filth.
